State Senato r Jack McCarthy re­ 
ceiv ed a teleg ram to day fro m the 
San Anselmo city co u ncil u rg ing 
his su ppo rt fo r an amendment to 
the state penal co de which wo u ld 
create a u nifo rm cu rfew law in 
Califo rnia. 
The co u ncil decided to send the 
teleg ram last nig ht after hearing 
a reco mmendatio n by Chief o f Po ­ 
lice Do n Wo o d that a u nifo rm state 
cu rfew law wo u ld he easier to en­ 
fo rce than sev eral different city o r­ 
dinances. 
The pro po sed state amendment 
wo u ld prev ent y o u ths 18 y ears and 
y o u ng er fro m being o n the streets 
between 10 o 'clo ck and day break. 
A v io latio n o f the law wo u ld be 
co nsidered a 
misdemeano r 
and 
wo u ld carry a max imu m fine o f $500 
and/o r a sentence o f six mo nths in 
jail. 
HOLD PARENTS 
Chief Wo o d said the penalty 
wo u ld apply to parents who are 
neg lig ent in allo wing their chil­ 
dren to remain o u t after 10 o ’clo ck 
as well as to the y o u ng sters v io lat­ 
ing the cu rfew law. 
Co u ncil members at San Ansel­ 
mo hav e been drafting a law to 
co ntro l the children bu t had ten­ 
tativ ely set« the ag e limit at 16 
y ears and a time limit o f 11 o ’clo ck. 
May o r Carmel Bo o th said the 
co u ncil wo u ld co mpro mise with the 
state o n the ag e and time limits to 
reach a u nifo rm law with the su r­ 
ro u nding areas and make enfo rce­ 
ment mo re feasible. 
CONFUSION 
“As it stands no w, o u r present 
cu rfew is set at nine o ’clo ck and 
the teen-ag e y o u ng sters are ju st 
starting o u t o n their dates at that 
time,” Wo o d po inted o u t* 
He went o n to ex plain that mo re 
co nfu sio n was added by hav ing cu r­ 
fews in Mill Valley set at 8 o 'clo ck, 
.San Rafael at 10 and Sau salito at 
midnig ht. 
The senate bill sho u ld be o u t o f 
co mmittee by the first o f May . The 
co u ncil asked that ev ery interested 
resident in Marin co u nty also write 
Senato r McCarthy u rg ing his su p­ 
po rt o f the measu re.

TANKS SMASH REDS 
BUT UN WITHDRAWS 
Gen. Van Fleet Tells Troops 
.They Have Proven Superiority 


TOKYO (/P)—Allied tanks and tro o ps in sav ag e co unter­ 
attacks to day slaug htered Chinese Co mmunists o n the critical 
central fro nt, but a United Natio ns withdrawal was made no rth 
o f Seo ul. 


A field dispatch said two co lumns o f tanks, suppo rted by 
tro o ps riding in armo red half-tracks, killed an estimated 7 5 0 
Reds in the central fro nt co unterblo ws no rth o f Kapy o ng . Kap- 
y o ng itself in 33 miles no rtheast o f Seo ul o n o ne o f the main ro ads 
to the o ld capital. 
The tro o ps and tanks plastered ro ads and v alley s with in­ 
tense fire befo re withdrawing . Allied artillery rained shells o n 
enemy po sitio ns bo th no rth and so uth o f the 38 th parallel. 
One tank co lumn dro v e back no rth to within six miles o f the 
parallel befo re running o ut o f ammunitio n and pulling back. 
Since their 20-mile breakthro ug h Mo nday and Tuesday , the 
Chinese hav e been stalled o n the central fro nt. At so me po ints 
the enemy has been hu rled back.

One field o fficer said the Chinese 
had been “hu rt v ery badly ” and 
were slo wing u p to reg ro u p. 
UN PULLBACK 
On the west central fro nt, United 
Natio ns fo rces pu lled back abru ptly 
and bro ke co ntact with the Reds.

He ex pressed co nfidence the bat­

staff the 37 u nits which wo u ld be 
created in Califo rnia. 
In anno u ncing the plan Federal 
Secu rity Administrato r Oscar R. 
Ewing said it wo u ld “eifable health 
o fficers, ho spital planners, and state

♦ San Anselmo city council last 
night decided by a narrow margin 
to construct a physical barrier on 
Sir Francis Drake boulevard to pre­ 
vent motorists from making- a left 
hand turn into the new Redwood 
gas station. 
The action resulted from a request 
presented to the council at its regu­ 
lar meeting on April 10 that motor­ 
ists be allowed to cross the double 
white line on the boulevard to make 
a left hand turn and enter the sta­ 
tion. 
At that time the request was re­ 
ferred to a council committee which 
examined the situation last Satur­ 
day and reported favorably last eve­ 
ning. 
SKINNER OPPOSED 
Councilman Jack Skinner, oppos­ 
ing the committee’s recommenda­ 
tion, said that the traffic situation 
in Marin county was becoming sim­ 
ular to that on the peninsula and 
that a left hand turn on the boule­ 
vard could hold up west bound traf­ 
fic and cause accidents. 
Councilman Sam Knoles, defend­ 
ing his position on the committee, 
said he could not see how the 
privilege of allowing the traffic to 
enter from the left could be denied 
one man without denying it to other 
station owners ip the city. 
Mayor Carmel Booth, in casting 
the deciding vote, said the council 
action would stand on the basis of 
preventing accidents and in saving 
lives. 
Turning to another matter the 
council heard arguments bn a re­ 
quest to rezone a lot at 210 Redhill 
avenue from residential to commer­ 
cial property. 
Owner Harry Hei- 
fitz, of Fairfax, said the city block 
where the lot was located was the 
only residential property remaining 
on the Miracle Mile. 
PLANNERS OPPOSE 
The city planning commission, 
however, recomí» ended that the re­ 
quest be turned down for four rea­ 
sons: 
1. Rezoning one lot would be spot 
zoning; 
2. Parking on a curve in the street 
in front of the lot, would be hazard­ 
ous to traffic; 
3. It is not the policy of the com­ 
mission to go against deed restric­ 
tions, and 
4. Land is not topographically suit- 


In a similar action the council 
granted a request to rezone four lots 
in the Sequoia Park section one on 
Ancha Vista avenue from residen­ 
tial property in classification one to 
classification two. 
This will allow 
residents of the area to convert 
their homes to multiple dwelling 
units. 
Mansfield Lewis, a spokesman for 
the county radio system, appeared 
before the council and asked the 
members to consider purchasing a 
high frequency radio receiver for 
the city rescue truck. 
Mansfield said the truck was the 
only one of its kind in northern 
California and in case of emergency 
the county hopes It could be used 
wherever it. is needed. But, he add­ 
ed, the truck has no radio system 
now and the driver would be forced 
to use a public telephone to keep in 
touch with the city or county health 
officer. 
Mansfield said the county would 
buy a low frequency transmitter 
which could be used by San Anselmo 
to communicate with the truck, if 
the council .showed its willingness 
to buy the receiver. 
The council agreed unanimously 
to the request. 
NEW POLICE CARS 
Councilman T. J. O’Mara reported 
that two new police cars, ordered 
two months ago, would be delivered 
this week. 
A committee of city officials was 
appointed to study a recommenda­ 
tion by Chief of Police Don Wood 
that the length of automobile drive­ 
ways be limited to 30 feet per pro­ 
perty owner. 
The council also showed a will­ 
ingness to support a county ordi­ 
nance requiring the registration of 
bicycles.

that the number of bicycles in San 
Anselmo exceeded 1,000 and said 
that owners would have to comply 
with safety regulations before a li 
cense would be granted.

State Senator Jack McCarthy re­ 
ceived a telegram today from the 
San Anselmo city council urging 
his support for an amendment to 
the state penal code which would 
create a uniform curfew law in 
California. 
The council decided to send the 
telegram last night after hearing 
a recommendation by Chief of Po­ 
lice Don Wood that a uniform state 
curfew law would be easier to en­ 
force than several different city or­ 
dinances. 
The proposed state amendment 
would prevent youths 18 years and 
younger from being on the streets 
between 10 o’clock and daybreak. 
A violation of the law would be 
considered a 
misdemeanor 
and 
would carry a maximum fine of $500 
and/or a sentence of six months in 
jail. 
HOLD PARENTS 
Chief Wood said the penalty 
would apply to parents who are 
negligent in allowing their chil­ 
dren to remain out after 10 o’clock 
as well as to the youngsters violat­ 
ing the curfew law. 
Council members at San Ansel­ 
mo have been drafting a law to 
control the children but had ten­ 
tatively set* the age limit at 16 
years and a time limit of 11 o’clock. 
Mayor Carmel 
Booth said 
the 
council would compromise with the 
state on the age and time limits to 
reach a uniform law with the sur­ 
rounding areas and make enforce­ 
ment more feasible. 
CONFUSION 
'As it stands now, our present 
curfew is set at nine o’clock and 
the teen-age youngsters are just 
starting out on their dates at that 
time,” Wood pointed out. 
He went on to explain that more 
confusion was added by having cur­ 
fews in Mill Valley set at 8 o’clock, 
San Rafael at 10 and Sausalito at 
midnight. 
The senate bill should foe out of 
committee by the first of May. The 
council asked that every interested 
resident in Marin county also write 
Senator McCarthy urging his sup­ 
port of the measure.

TANKS SMASH REDS 
BUT UN WITHDRAWS 


Gen. Van Fleet Tells Troops 
They Have Proven Superiority 


TOKYO (/P)—Allied tanks and troops in savage counter­ 
attacks today slaughtered Chinese Communists on the critical 
central front, but a United Nations withdrawal was made north 
of Seoul. 


A field dispatch said two columns of tanks, supported by 
troops riding in armored half-tracks, killed an estimated 750 
Reds in the central front counterblows north of Kapyong. Kap- 
yong itself is 35 miles northeast of Seoul on one of the main roads 
to the old capital. 
The troops and tanks plastered roads and valleys with in­ 
tense fire before withdrawing. 
Allied artillery rained shells on 
enemy positions both north and south of the 58th parallel. 


One tank column drove back north to within six miles of the 
parallel before running out of ammunition and pulling back. 


Since their 20-mile breakthrough Monday and Tuesday, the 
Chinese have been stalled on the central front. At some points 
the enemy has been hurled back,

A Kentfield man was aboard a B-29 bomber shot down in 
flames over Communist-held territory in Korea. 


Sgt. Robert W. Bevarjs, 27, has been mising in action since 
the bomber, of which he was a crew member, was downed by 
enemy fire in Korea on April 12, the Department of Defense 
announced today. 


Bevans, who was stationed with a bomber group based in 
Okinawa, was called up from the Air Force reserves last July and 
left for combat duty the end of ♦- 
March. He serv ed in the Air Corps 
during World War n but did not 
see action. 
Mrs. J. T. Bevans, his mother, who 
lives at 33 Cypress avenue, Kent­ 
field, said today that her son was 
on a bombing mission when the 
plane, struck by enemy fire, burst 
into flames and plummeted to the 
earth. No parachutes wer® sighted 
by observers at the scene. 
Bevans worked with his father, J. 
T. Bevans, who is in the printing 
business in San Francisco. He was 
attending school in San Francisco 
for training as an apprentice print­ 
er. His Wife, Dorothy, lives at 676

When San Francisco Bay was 
fo rmed no bo dy kno ws. The g eo lo ­ 
g ists say that tho u sands o f y ears 
hav e passed since the earth sho o k 
and permitted the waters o f the Pa­ 
cific to enter in the fertile v alley 
fo rmed by the Ju nctio n o f the Sac­ 
ramento and the San Jo aqu in riv ers. 
They say that the o peratio ns o f 
natu re are slo w, and altho u g h the 
land o f the Pacific co ast is v ery re­ 
cent, acco rding to ^ the g eo lo g ical 
po int o f v iew, nev ertheless, its ag e 
in y ears is v ery lo ng . 
Bu t who kno ws? Is it no t po ssible 
that thq g eo lo g ists may be mis­ 
taken? 
When Gaspar de Po rto la disco v ­ 
ered the bay in 1769 the Indians who 
were liv ing neaj there and who se 
ancesto rs had liv ed there fo r many 
centu ries to ld him, that so me two 
hu ndred y ears past t h e r e had 
been a g reat earthqu ake. 
The flo o r o f the v alley had su b­ 
merg ed and the hills o f the co ast 
o pened u p, permitting the waters o f 
the o cean to enter and su bmerg e the 
land. Altho u g h the earthqu ake had 
destro y ed the fertile v alley it had 
c r e a t e d o ne o f the best bay s 
In the wo rld.

BAFFLING PHENOMENA 
Virus Attacks ’ 
Cell, Disappears 


One o f the mo st baffling o f phe­ 
no mena in bio lo g ical research—the 
co mplete disappearance o f v iru ses 
fo r v ary ing perio ds after attacking 
a liv ing cell—is u nder inv estig atio n 
at the Univ ersity o f Califo rnia. 
This research wo rk was initiated 
u nder a fello wship pro v ided by the 
American Cancer So ciety . 
Dr. Dean Fraser o f the v iru s lab­ 
o rato ry has tag g ed the v iru ses with 
radio activ e'carbo n in an effo rt to 
trace them du ring what is kno wn as 
the “eclipse perio d” o f their life. 
In this search, Dr. Fraser is u sing 
the co mmo n bacteria, Escherichia 
o o li, a* bait and the v iru s, o r the 
phag e which attacks it, as the 
qu arry . This v iru s is easily stu died 
and its characteristics are, g enerally , 
tho se o f almo st all v iru ses. 
While there is no ev idence o f 
v iru ses being the cau se o f hu man 
cancer, they hav e been identified as 
the cau se o f six different ty pes o f 
animal cancer*. The resu lt* will be 
o f fu ndamental interest and may 
hav e bearing no t o nly u po n v iru s- 
cau sed cancers bu t o n o ther diseases, 
su ch as smallpo x , po lio and the co m­ 
mo n co ld. 
Sho rtly after the v iru s enters a 
bacteriu m it v anishes fo r fiv e o r six 


minu tes. When ceil walls are ripped 
o pen no v iru s appears to be present. 
Yet leav e the bacteriu m u ndis­ 
tu rbed fo r abo u t ten minu tes mo re, 
and abo u t 300 v iru ses will emerg e 
fro m the cell; and each o f them can 
then attack bacteria anew.

When San Francisco Bay was 
formed nobody knows. The geolo­ 
gists say that thousands of years 
have passed since the earth shook 
and permitted the waters of the Pa­ 
cific to enter in the fertile valley 
formed by the Junction of the Sac­ 
ramento and the San Joaquin rivers. 
They say that the operations of 
nature are slow, and although the 
land of the Pacific coast is very re­ 
cent, according tc^ the geological 
point of view, nevertheless, its age 
in years is very long. 
But who knows? Is it not possible 
that thq geologists may be mis­ 
taken? 
When Gaspar de Portola discov­ 
ered the bay in 1769 the Indians who 
were living near there and whose 
ancestors had lived there for many 
centuries told him, that some two 
hundred years past t h e r e had 
been a great earthquake.

One of the most baffling of phe­ 
nomena in biological research—the 
complete disappearance of viruses 
for varying periods after attacking 
a living cell—is under investigation 
at the University of California. 
This research work was initiated 
under a fellowship provided by the 
American Cancer Society. 
Dr. Dean Fraser of the virus lab­ 
oratory has tagged the viruses with 
radioactive ' carbon in an effort to 
trace them during what is known as 
the “eclipse period” of their life. 
In this search, Dr. Fraser is using 
the common bacteria, Escherichia ¡ 
ooll, as bait and the virus, or the 
phage which attacks it, as the 
quarry. This virus is easily studied j 
and Its characteristics are, generally, 
those of almost all viruses. 
While there is no evidence of 
viruses being the cause of human 
cancer, they have been identified as ! 
the cause of six different types of 
animal cancers. The results will be 
of fundamental interest and may 
have bearing not only upon virus- 
caused cancers but on other diseases, 
such as smallpox, polio and the com­ 
mon cold. 
Shortly after the virus enters a i 
bacterium it vanishes for five or six 


minutes. When cell walls are ripped 
open no virus appears to be present. 
Yet leave the bacterium undis­ 
turbed for about ten minutes more, 
and about 306 viruses will emerge 
from the cell; and each of them can 
then attack bacteria anew. 
Previous observations i n d i c a t e 
that the virus may break down into 
sub-units, take over command of the 
protein-manufacturing processes of 
the cell and re-tool them for virus 
production.

For Air Force Expansion 


money sough t in th e pending bill 
would “go quite a long way toward 
making th em combat worth y.’* ‘ 
“If th e rates of progress at wh ich 
we are aiming in th e budgets for 
th e fiscal years 1951 and 1952 are 
ach ieved,” h e said, “we believe we 
will h ave our 95 wing program com­ 
bat worth y but with out first-line 
equipment in all Of its units in th e 
th ird or fourth month after th e end 
of th e fiscal year, 1952.”

Vandenberg outlined four major 
objectives for th e air force:

Vandenberg said “th is means 
th at we must assume th e leading 
role in providing th e capability to 
deny to enemy airpower th e air 
space under wh ich all.ed ground 
forces migh t operate." 


WASHINGTON (/P)—Th e rapidly 
expanding air force plans to h ave 
•7 combat wings in operation by 
June 30 and to reach its full au­ 
th orized strength of 95 wings in th e 
fall of 1952, 
Th is time table was disclosed in 
h earings on a supplemental appro­ 
priation bill, made public today by 
th e h ouse appropriations committee. 
Gen. Hoyt S. Vandenberg, air fore 
ch ief of staff, said th e service h as 
increased its total military strength 
from 58 wings and 560,000 men last 
December to 81 wings and 700,000 
men on April 1. Wh en th e force 
reach es th e full 95 wing strength , 
Its manpower will number about 
1,060,000. 
Hie term “wing" as used by th e 
air force is extremely flexible. 
A wing is a self contained oper­ 
ating unit wh ich may be made up 
of a relatively few h eavy bombers, 
or scores of figh ters. 
And Vendenberg nude it clear 
th at now and for some time to come 
th e wings are operating units in 
name only, not ready for combat. 
Much of th e needed equipment, 
even some of th e bases necessary to 
get squadrons togeth er to operate as 
a unit, are not yet available, h e 
said.

Examined Bv Doctor Twice A Year

Ity and an awareness that cancer 
can be cured if it is discovered and 
treated l^o rt it has 
g p rmA 
throughout the body are the two 
moet powerful weapons women 
have with which to protect thcm- 
eelvea from long-drawn-out iUnees 
and eventual death from cancer. 
Advances in surgical and x-ray 
techniques offer the promise of 
long, happy, busy lives to those 
women who act promptly and seek 
their doctor's help when abnormal 
symptoms, which, of course, do not 
necessarily mean cancer, indicate 
either a mhmr or major medical 
emergency. 
Cancer of the uterus (womb) is 
second only to cancer of the breast 
as a cause of death from cancer 
among women. During 1948, 17^30 
deaths were attributed to this one 
form of cancer alone. Even more 
tragie than the realization of so 
much suffering for both the pa­ 
tient and her family is the tragic 
realiaition that most of these 
deaths are unnecessary and could 
have been prevented. In more than 
70 per cent of cases of cancer of 


thf cervix (mouth of the womb) 
the disease can ba cured if treat­ 
ment is begun etrly enough—when 
the disetse is confined to the cer­ 
vix and has not progressed into 
surrotmding tissues. 


OTNBCOLOG18TS WITH wide 
experience in the treatment of dis­ 
eases of women now state that 
theoretleslly it would be possible 
to cure 100 per cent of such can­ 
cers provided treatment were start­ 
ed during that period when the 
cancer cells were only a thin layer 
in thickness and before they had 
grown deei^ into the üssuee of 
the uterus. 
With widespread pubUe educa­ 
tion and growing Interest among 
doctors in the treatment of cancer. 
It is not unreasonable to expect 
that measurable progrès will be 
made in reducing this tragie toll 
of life. Cancer of the uterus, when 
it is in a very early stage of de­ 
velopment, is not difficult to de­ 
tect. Ther first responsibility for 
early detection rests upon women 
themselves. 
Every woman over 85 years o i 
age should have a thorough physi­ 
cal examination twice a year.

m RECENT YEARS the so- 
called "smear test," developed by 
Dr. George N. Papanicolaou has 
been widely accepted as a con­ 
venient and reliable diagnostic aid. 
If the results of such a test are 
suspicious of the presence of can­ 
cer, biopsy is thoi done. This 
meins a portion of the suspidous 
tissue it removed for study and 
diagnosis by a pathologist. 
. It goes without saying that an 
so-called minor pelvic complaints 
should be carefully investigated 
and proper treatment instituted 
when necessary. All injuries fol­ 
lowing childbirth should be re­ 
paired as soon as the doctor sug­ 
gests. Any unusual vaginal dis­ 
charge, any abnormal bleeding or 
"spotting” should be reported to 
the doctor 
once. Among older 
women, it Is especially important 
not to delay in investigating any 
bleeding which may occur after 
the menopause. 


In this situation, pitifully large 
numbers of women postpone viiit- 
ing their doctors, assuming that 
such post-menopaunl bjeedlng is 
not serious, to o often, there may 
be one dr two such d;}isodss of 
bleeding, then, apparently, nothing 
unusual for several months or 
longer. When these women finally 
reach their doctors, all too often 
there is nothing that can be done.

The Crucial portion of Gen. Mac- 
Arthur’i speech came, of course, 
when he talked about Korea. He 
had recommended, he said, six 
iheasures which were "designated 
to support our forces committed to 
Korea and to bring hostilities to 
an end with the least possible de­ 
lay and at a saving .of countlees 
American and allied lives." These 
six measures, he told the Congress, 
would bring "victory” and "in war 
there is no substitute for victory.” 
Gen. MacArthur’s program for a 
victory arrived at with the least 
possible delay and at a saving of 
countless lives is strenuously op­ 
posed by all our fighting allies in 
Korea and it has been rejected by 
the President and his civilian and 
military advisers. That Is not be­ 
cause the opposition consists of 
people who would not like to have 
a victory and to save livea and to 
end the hostilities as quickly as 
possible. 
The opposition comes from those 
who do not believe th it Gen. Mac- 
Arthur's program will do what he 
told Congress it would do. They do 
not believe that the six measures 
he named can bring about that 
' victory over China which he talked 
about. 


THE élK MEASURES for vic­ 
tory are to bomb Manchuria, to do 
air 
reconnáisance 
of 
China’s 
coastal area and Manchuria, to in­ 
tensify the economic blbekada 
which in already partially in ef­ 
fect, to impose a naval bloekads 
of the China coast, to send "re­ 
inforcements” to Korea, and to 
give "logisucal support” to Chiang 
for operations against the Chinese 
mainland.

now doing, and that Soviet Russia

she is now doing.

passage he described, as "a new 
and dominant power in Asia," and 
that nothing more' w ill happen 
to us, indeed that lest will happen 
to us, than is already happening 
to us in Korea.

AT EACH STAGE since June 38 
we have done what Gen. MacAr- 
thur wishes to do once more: we 
have promised ourselves big and 
glittering results with what, as the 
event showed, were quite inade­ 
quate military means. 
On June 37 the President eom- 
mittsd "air and sea foz^ to give 
the Korean government troope 
cover and support.” 
On June 30 he authorised the 
use of "certain 8umK>rting ground 
units.” The supporting ground 
units soon became most of the 
American Army as it then existed. 
On Oct. 8, having defeated the 
aggressor south of the Thirty. 
Eighth Parallel, we entered North 
Korea and began t!ie march to the 
Chinese and Soviet frontiers: this 
we said to ourselves was ths end 
of the waiwiothing would happen 
while we mopped up the defeated 
army in North Korea. 
Now we are being told that noth­ 
ing will happen, except that we 
shall of course be victorious In Ko­ 
rea, if we bomb and blodmdt and 
invade China.

NEW YORK (AT—You car’t pare 
your living costs by moving to an­ 
other part of the country the way 
you,used to. 
It’s Just about as expensive today 
In Tucson, Arlaona, as it is in Bos­ 
ton. What you save on one item 
you may loee on another. All across 
the rountry the cost of living is 
being regimented. In fMt, the mid- 
*dle-sized cities may actually be a 
little hardor on the family budget 
than some of the biggest*ones. 
Take New York for an examine. 
It long had a bad name as being 
among the toughest on the pocket- 
book. Times have changed. A lot 
of smaller places are tougher. 
In a study of living costs in 38 
cities, comparing March, 1935, with 
October, 1960, the National Indus­ 
trial Conference Board reports to­ 
day that at the earlier date New 
York was the fourth most expen­ 
sive place, and nine per cent more 
costly than the average of the 33. 


NOW THE BUDGET for a work­ 
er’s famliy of four puts New York 
in 25th place and about three per 
cent cheaper than tin» average of 
^ 
the 33 cities. 
Milwaukee has moved up to first 
.»lace from sixtii. Washington, D.Cn 
which was the costliesi in the mid­ 
thirties, is now second. Richmond 
was third most expensive in 1950, 
but wss cheaper than the average 
IS years ago. Houston, which was 
the fourth che^^eet in 1983, wss 
the fourth highest last fall. At­ 
lanta has gone from one per cent 
below the average in 
to four 
per cent above the average in 1950 
and holds fifth place. 


But the conference board stresses 
thmt the spread is disappearing. In 
1935 there was a 25 per cent dif­ 
ference between the higjieet-eosl 
and the lowest-cost city. In 1960 
the difference was only U per cent. 
And 16 of the 33 varied from dead 
center by less than two per cent.

Federal Aid To Schools 
Carries Threat To Freedom 
T<>

(Guest Editorial by James Dorias, 
a trustee of Lagunitas school district). 


'This week is Public Schools Week, and in 
communities all over California and the nation, 
parents are going to school. 


They are attending refresher courses in what 
the schools are doing for their children. They 
are studying the problems of teachers and 
school superintendents and school board trus­ 
tees. They are reviewing their own responsi­ 
bilities in the dual capacity of taxpayers who 
support the schools and of parents whose chil­ 
dren benefit from the school system. 


All this is as it should be, for in America 
public education is a grass-root affair. In coun­ 
tries where school policies are dictated by the 
state, where education serves the ends of pol­ 
itics, there is no such thing as a week devoted 
to better understanding between parents and 
local school authorities. 


One of the arguments against federal aid to 
education is that such aid inevitably would be 
coupled with political control of education 
and would eliminate the grass-roots approach 
which Public Schools Week symbolizes. 


Many who favor federal support to states 
and communities for education sincerely be­ 
lieve 
that traditional non-partisanship and 
non-political control would not have to be 
forfeited for such support. There seems small 
doubt, however, that at least the danger of 
political domination would exist and would 
have to be zealously guarded against 


John W. Studebaker, for 14 years United 


States Commissioner of Education, until his 
resignation in 1948, warn: of this danger in 
a recent issue of the American School Board 
Journal. His resignation, in fact, was prompted 
by steps that a l r e a d y have been taken to 
"streamline’* the formerly non-partisan U. S. 
Office of Education along party lines. 


In recent years, the Office of Education has 
been made a part of the Federal Security 
Agency. Headed by Oscar Ewing, the agency, 
Mr. Studebaker relates, now exercises rigid con­ 
trol over all federal education activities, tech­ 
nical publications and press releases. 


Mr. Studebaker, shortly before his resigna­ 
tion as commissioner, made a speech at the 
University of California, in which he said that 
no Communist was fit to teach the American 
way of life in any school. He forgot to get it 
cleared by Mr. Ewing's aides, and was admon­ 
ished by one of those aides that he should not 
make such statements in the future because 
of their “bad reaction". 


Mr. Studebaker proposes that a National 
Board of*Education be established, elected by 
state boards of education, to formulate federal 
education policies, free of influence by the 
political party that happens to be in power. 
And he advocates that members of state boards 
of education, instead of being appointed by 
governors, be elected by local school boards. 
“Grass roots" control * Mr. Studebaker's aim. 


It is an aim most parents who visit their 
schools this week would endorse, as their very 
presence there would prove.

CANCER CRUSADE-III 
Every Woman 
Examined Bv 
Over 35 Should Be 
Doctor Twice A Year 


(Ed. Note! This fig the third 
fin m series ef articles prepared 
by the Amerfean Cancer Society 
and «domed by the Marin Med­ 
ical Society.) 


A m m of personal responsibil­ 
ity and an awareness that cancer 
can be cured if it is discovered and 
treated 
before 
it has 
spread 
throughout the body are the two 
most powerful weapons women 
have with which to protect them­ 
selves from long-drawn-out illness 
and eventual death from cancer. 
Advances In surgical and x-ray 
techniques offer the promise of 
long, happy, busy lives to those 
women who act promptly and seek 
their doctor's help when abnormal 
symptoms, which, of course, do not 
necessarily mean cancer, indicate 
either a minor or major medical 
emergency. 
Cancer of the uterus (womb) is 
second only to cancer of the breast 
as a cause of death from cancer 
among women. During 1948, 17,120 
deaths were attributed to this one 
form of cancer alone. Even more 
tragic than the realization of so 
much suffering for both the pa­ 
tient and her family is the tragic 
realization that most of these 
deaths are unnecessary and could 
have been prevented. In more than 
70 per cent of cases of cancer of 


thf cervix (mouth of the womb) 
the disease can be cured if treat­ 
ment Is begun early enough—when 
the disease is confined to the cer­ 
vix and has not progressed Into 
surrounding tissues. 


GYNECOLOGISTS WITH wide 
experience in the treatment of dis­ 
eases of women now state that 
theoretically it would be possible 
to cure 100 per cent of such can­ 
cers provided treatment were start­ 
ed during that period when the 
cancer cells were only a thin layer 
In thickness and before they had 
grown deeply into the tissues of 
the uterus. 
With widespread public educa­ 
tion and growing interest among 
doctors In the treatment of cancer, 
it is not unreasonable to expect 
that measurable progress will be 
made in reducing this tragic toll 
of life. Cancer of the uterus, when 
it is in a very early stage of de­ 
velopment, is not difficult to de­ 
tect. The first responsibility for 
early detection rests upon women 
themselves. 
Every woman over 35 years of 
age should have a thorough physi­ 
cal examination twice a year. In­ 
spection and careful eraminatlon 
of pelvic structures should never 
be omitted, and any abnormality

studied by an appropriate method 
in order that the presence or ab­ 
sence of cancer may be determined 
with certainty. 


IN RECENT YEARS the so- 
called “smear test," developed by 
Dr. George N. Papanicolaou has 
been widely accepted as a con­ 
venient and reliable diagnostic aid. 
If the results of such a test art 
suspicious of the presence of can­ 
cer, biopsy is then done. This 
means a portion of the suspicious 
tissue is removed for study and 
diagnosis by a pathologist. 
It goes without saying that all 
so-called minor pelvic complaints 
should be carefully investigated 
and proper treatment instituted 
when necessary. All injuries fol­ 
lowing childbirth should be re­ 
paired as soon as the doctor sug­ 
gests. Any unusual vaginal dis­ 
charge, any abnormal bleeding or 
“spotting" should be reported to 
the doctor qf once. Among older 
women, it is especially important 
not to delay in investigating any 
bleeding which may occur after 
the menopause. 
In this situation, pitifully large 
numbers of women postpone visit­ 
ing their doctors, assuming that 
such post-menopausal bleeding is 
not serious. Too often, there may 
be one or two such episodes of 
bleeding, then, apparently, nothing 
unusual for several months or 
longer. When these women finally 
reach their doctors, all too often 
there is nothing that can be done. 


INTELLIGENT WOMEN whose 
lives are important to themselves, 
to their families and to their com­ 
munities are coming in great num­ 
bers to accept the i£ea of a thor­ 
ough physical examination twice 
each year. This is their beat insur­ 
ance against cancer and a valu­ 
able protection from other illnesses 
which might otherwise go unno­ 
ticed and unchecked. 
The doctor's responsibility begins 
when a patient first consults him. 
It is the responsibility, and the 
privilege, of every woman to af­ 
ford her doctor and herself all the 
advantages that go along with 
early detection of cancer and 
prompt and adequate treatment. 
In this way many lives will be 
saved when cancer is found to 
exist. And much needless . and 
heart-breaking anxiety and worry 
will be avoided when the doctor 
is 'able to tell his alert patient that 
her complaint indicates only a 
minor abnormality which easily 
may be remedied.

of the China coast, to send “re­ 
inforcements" to Korea, and, to 
give “logistical support" to Chiang 
for operations against the Chinese 
mainland.

His mind is 
as agile as ever, he has a still- 
growing army in the field, and he 
again is hopefully pursuing his. 
lifelong goal—a free, united Korea, 
But the last time I skw Presi­ 
dent Rhee his spirit was A1Í but 
shattered. He -had reached the low 
point of a long lifetime. He saw his 
dream dying—and he half-wanted 
to die with it. 
It was last December. The Com­ 
munists were massing to retake 
Seoul, and residents were fleeing 
the city by the scores of thousands 
every day. Rhee didn’t want to 
flee. He wanted to stay in his capi­ 
tal—and die at the hands of the 
enemy. 
“That would be the best way to 
go," he said tiredly. 


THE INTERVIEW WAS held In 
his office in the provincial palace 
built by the Japanese during their 
long occupation of the oountry. 
The room was heated by a floor 
stove, but the old man wore a 
sweater under his coat jacket to 
protect him from the cold. 
A green plant stood on his desk. 
Rhee talked of it and his horticul­ 
tural experiments, of the fine gar­ 
den he once had had in Honolulu. 
And he talked of his fish pool, and 
his love of fishing. 
“It is the only thing that really 
relaxes me," he said wistfully,/'But 
now is no tigie for fishing " 
And then, with an old man’s 
love of the past, he spoke of his 
youth, of his seven years imprison­ 
ment for revolutionary activities. 
. “It was during those years in 
prison that I read the bible and 
became a Christian," he mused. 
He talked on about the long his­ 
tory of his country and his years 
of exile abroad trying to regain its 
independence, There was some bit­ 
terness in his voice. 


“Korea was just a little country 
faraway," he said, “and the diplo­ 
mats didn’t think it very import­ 
ant. I tried to warn the people in 
Washington of the danger of Jap­ 
anese imperialism, but they had 
other things on their mind. And 
who was I that they should listen? 
Just another exile." 


OUTSIDE THE WINDOW the 
day began to darken. But the old 
man went on with his reminis­ 
cences. Several times his secretary 
came in to hint that it was getting 
late. She had been sent in by Mrs. 
Rhee, who tries to keep him from 
getting overtired. But the presi­ 
dent brushed away his secretary 
each time. He was weary of present 
troubles, and wanted to spend the 
day among his memories, telling 
them to a listener. And he did. And 
his white-topped face looked like 
a mask of luminous old bronze as 
he talked. 
When he finally took up the 
problem of Communism, his face 
‘wrinkled in ancient hate. 
“Anyone who compromises with 
Communism is lost," he said. “But 
too many do not yet know this." 
He spoke hopefully on the pos­ 
sibility that the United Nations 
forces would defend and save 
Beoul. E it Ip knew in his heart 
that it was impossible at that 
time. 
“I do not want to leave," he said 
suddenly. “Even if all others go, I 
want to stay here with my wife. 
Then when the Communists come, 
we will go to that door together. 
I will have a gun in my hand. 
And I will tell their leaders, ‘If 
you come another step forward, I 
will shoot you.' 


“AND WHEN THEY DO advance 
I shall fire at them. That will force 
them to fire back, and my wife and 
I will die together here where we 
belong. It will be better that way."

TODATS BUSINESS MIRROR 
San Francisco Tied For 
Sixth On HCL List For U.S. 


By SAM DAWSON 


NEW YORK (Jft—You can’t pare 
your living costs by moving to an­ 
other part of the country the way 
you used to. 
It’s just about as expensive today 
in Tucson, Arizona, as it is in Bos­ 
ton. What you save on one Item 
you may lose on another. All across 
the country the cost of living is 
being regimented. In fact, the mid- 
‘dle-sized cities may actually be a 
little harder on the family budget 
than some of the biggest ones. 
Take New York for an example. 
It long had a bad name as being 
among the toughest on the pocket- 
book. Times have changed. A lot 
of smaller places are tougher. 
In a study of living costs in 33 
cities, comparing March, 1935, with 
October, 1950, the National Indus­ 
trial Conference Board reports to­ 
day that at the earlier date New 
York was the fourth most expen­ 
sive place, and nine per cent more 
costly than the average of the 33. 


NOW THE BUDGET for a work­ 
er’s family of four puts New York 
in 25th place and about three per 
cent cheaper than the average of 
the 33 cities. 
Milwaukee has moved up to first 
¿lace from sixth. Washington, D.Cn 
which was the costliest in the mid­ 
thirties, is now second. Richmond 
was third most expensive in 1950, 
but was cheaper than the average 
15 years ago. Houston, which was 
the fourth cheapest in 1933, was 
the fourth highest last fall. At­ 
lanta has gone from one per cent 
below the average in 1935 to four 
per cent above the average in 1950 
and holds fifth place. 


But the conference bo*rd stresses 
that the spread is disappearing. In 
1935 there was a 25 per cent dif­ 
ference between the highest-cost 
and the lowest-cost city. In 1950 
the difference was only 14 per cent. 
And 18 of the 33 varied from dead 
center by less than two per cent. 


WHAT BROUGHT THI* trend 
toward uniform costs around ths 
country? One thing is the steady 
averaging off of living standards 
everywhere in the nation. Diets, 
living quarters, amusements, cloth­ 
ing become increasingly more alike 
In all sections, and in little cities 
as well as big. 
Another is the American busi­ 
ness miracle of production and dis­ 
tribution, which can get mass-pro­ 
duced goods to every comer of the 
land at around the same price. 
Population shifts have played a 
large part. They created markets 
which didn’t exist 15 years ago. 
And goods flowed in to the places 
where demand was built up. 
Industries followed population, 
and products are now made at or 
near cities which in other years 
had to ship in their entire sup­ 
plies. 
Here is how the other cities 
range below the first five already 
named: Tied for sixth are San 
Francisco, Seattle and Boston. 
Then come Los Angeles, Mem­ 
phis, 
Jacksonville, 
Pittsburgh, 
Baltimore, Detroit, Chicago and 
Denver. 
Cincinnati is on dead center, the 
average cost city of the 33. 
Cheapest city of the 33 is New 
Orleans. It's almost eight per cent 
below the average and 14 per cent 
cheaper than Milwaukee.

Cpl. Frank H. McKnight, who lost 
both legs during a savage Com­ 
munist counterattack on December 
9 a few miles north of Korea’s 38th 
Parallel, was chosen by club women 
from among 40 other amputees at 
Letterman. 


McKnight, originally from Ten­ 
nessee, served in the field artillery 
in the E.T.O. during World War II. 
In 1947 he waa transferred to Let­ 
terman, where he worked in the 
prosthetics section. When the fight­ 
ing in Korea broke out, McKnight 
was assigned to a dental laboratory 
van attached to the 24th Infantry 
Division in Korea. 


When the Chinese Reds poured 
across the Manchurian border, the 
24th retreated south and McKnight 
drove a truck most of the way, only 
to be stopped by a Chinese road­ 
block at 3 a.m. on December 9. 


"The Chinese started pouring in 
machine gun and mortar fire,” Mc­ 
Knight relates. “Tliree of us on the 
truck made a break for it, but the 
two guys in front of me were killed 
by mortars as they Jumped off the 
truck. I was hit by shrapnel below 
the right knee, and my left leg was 
broken off at the knee cap. Of the 
ten men on the truck, four were 
killed and six were wounded.” 
McKnight lay in a ditch, playing 
dead, while the Chinese looted PX 
supplies from the truck. Three hours 
after the attack was over, medical 
corpsmen evacuated McKnight to a 
rear area.

Teen- Agers Can Help

I know a fair-sized city that had 
an ungodly traffic mess at a number 
of important intersections. Local pol­ 
iticians did nothing but talk about 
it. Then some teen-agdrs went to 
work. They marshalled thfir forces 
and took a detailed traffic surv ey. 
They got some experts to adv ise 
them and plotted out 
pr oposed 
changes. With minor adaptations 
their plan was adopted. 
I know a sleepy little town in 
which the v illage sq uare was an 
unkept island of weeds and rubbish. 
Teen-agers decided it should be im­ 
prov ed. They took out tl\e weeds, 
drew plans with a landscape archi­ 
tect. They raised money for the 
plants and trees, and got them into 
the ground. Now the 
local city 
council takes care of the sq uare, 
and it is a thing of beauty and 
pride. 
I know another place, a larger 
city, in which an irresponsible lead­ 
ing journalist was constantly at­ 
tacking the schools. Only bad things 
were printed, and an unfair picture 
of public education was created. Sev ­ 
eral classes in one school decided 
to find out how parents felt about 


the schools. The mov ement spread 
to other schools. An excellent publio 
opinion surv ey was conducted. It 
was found that those most con­ 
cerned with education, permits and 
children, were v ery well satisfied 
with the good job the schools were 
doing. Since then there has been 
a change in editorial policy and a 
much truer picture of the schools 
Is being printed. 
I know another town that had 
a sewage disposal problem. Teen­ 
agers got interested and persuaded 
some engineers to help them. They 
drew up tentativ e plans and specifi­ 
cations. Their effort led to a house- 
to-house campaign to get v otes for 
the bond issue req uired to finance 
the plan. Now the town wonders 
why it hadn’t made the improv e­ 
ment twenty years before. 
Get what I’m driv ing, at? Teen­ 
agers are flighty, troublesome* and 
all that. But giv en a real project 
that* can be accomplished within 
a reasonable length of time, they 11 
work their heads off. It is hard for 
them to harness their energy, but 
it q *n be done. Teen-agers are swell 
people,really.

THE PARENTS’ CORNER 


Teen-Agers Can Help

X know a fair-sized city that had 
an ungodly traffic mess at a number 
of important intersections. Local pol 
iticians did nothing but talk about 
it. Then some teen-agérs went to 
work. They marshalled thfir forces 
and took a detailed traffic survey. 
They got some experts to advise 
them and plotted out p r o p o s e d 
changes. With minor adaptations 
their plan was adopted. 
I know a sleepy little town in 
which the village square was an 
unkept island of weeds and rubbish. 
Teen-agers decided it should be im­ 
proved. They took out ttye weeds, 
drew plans with a landscape archi­ 
tect. They raised money for the 
plants and trees, and got them into 
the ground. Now the l oc a l city 
council takes care of the square, 
and it is a thing of beauty and 
pride. 
I know another place, a larger 
city, in which an irresponsible lead­ 
ing journalist was constantly at­ 
tacking the schools. Only bad things 
were printed, and an unfair picture 
of public education was created. Sev­ 
eral classes in one school decided 
to find out how parents felt about 


the schools. The movement spread 
to other schools. An excellent publio 
opinion survey was conducted. It 
was found that those most con­ 
cerned with education, parents and 
children, were very well satisfied 
with the good job the schools were 
doing. Since then there has been 
a change in editorial policy and a 
much truer picture of the schools 
is being printed. 
I know another town that had 
a sewage disposal problem. Teen­ 
agers got interested and persuaded 
some engineers to help them. They 
drew up tentative plans and specifi­ 
cations. Their effort led to a house- 
to-house campaign to get votes for 
the bond Issue required to finance 
the plan. Now the town wonders 
why it hadn’t made the improve­ 
ment twenty years before. 
Get what I’m driving,, at? Teen­ 
agers are Eighty, troublesome, and 
all that. But given a real project 
that* can be accomplished within 
a reasonable length of time, they’ll 
work their neads off. It is hard for 
them to harness their energy, but 
it can be done. Teen-agers are swell 
people,really.

YOUR HEALTH 
Side Effects Of Antibiotics 
Are The Growth Of Fungi 


By HERMAN N. B1JNDR8EN, MJ>. 
As our work with the antibiotics 
goes forward, we are beccsning more 
and more aware that they have 
what are known as undesirable side 
effects. One of the strangest of these 
Is the encouragement which the 
antibiotics seem to offer to the 
growth of fungi that are known to 
exist in the body al<mg with germs 
It has been noted that when mix­ 
tures of germs are exposed to various 
antibiotics, those susceptible to the 
antibiotics are killed, but the re­ 
mained grow more abundantly than 
over, perhaps because they have a 
free field. 
The same thing is apparently true 
of a yeast-like parasite, known as 
monilial albicans, which normally 
exists in the mouth, bowel, and cm 
the skin oi healthy persons, but 
which ordinarily does no harm be­ 
cause its concentration is not great. 
DEVELOPED SYMPTOMS 
Recently, however, a number of 
persons have been observed who de­ 
veloped symptoms from this cause 
after being treated with penicillin 
or aureomydn. Apparently the germs 
killed off by these medicinfe served 
previously to keep down the growth 
of the parasite. Once the germs were 
out of the way, it could multiply 
rapidly enough to cause harmful 
effects. 
Such patients have schw mouth, 
so-called *liairy** tongue or black 
tongue, and cracking at the comers 
of the mouth. A number also de­ 
veloped perktetent diarrhea after 
treatment with penicillin, aureomy- 
dn, or chloromycettn. In these pa­ 
tients, thw monilial alMcans was 
found growing abundantly in the 
stools. 
Twenty-five persons with symp­ 
toms of this kind have been ob­ 
served. In some>there was infection

of the mouth and esophagus; in 
others, of the intestinal tract and. 
in still others, of the lungs. 
SORE THROAT 
In those patients with m o u th 
symptoms, the usual course of events 
was for treatment of sore throat 
to have be«i carried out by means 
of antibiotics. The infection of the 
throat cleared up, only to be foK 
lowed in from 24 to 72 hours by 
burning ttmgue, mouth, *and throat. 
The tongue was thickly coated, often 
vhth an overgrowth of the little 
projection of the tongue callM papil­ 
lae. This gives the appearance of 
a black or hairy tongue. Later, this 
coating sloughed off, leaving the 
tongue dry and swollen, with a 
beefy-red color. There is also scHne 
change in the sense of taste. 
Should these symptoms occur fol­ 
lowing treatment with one of the 
antibotics. It is important,to msike 
cultures to determine whether or 
not the m<milial albicans is caiudng 
the difficulty so that the-condiUcm 
may be p r o m p t ly treated.

YOUR H EALTH 
Side Effects Of Antibiotics 
Are The Growth Of Fungi 


By HERMAN N. B UNDE SEN, M.D 
As our work with the antibiotics 
goes forward, we are becoming more 
and more aware that they have 
what are known as undesirable side 
effects. One of the strangest of these 
Is the encouragement which the 
antibiotics seem to offer to the 
growth of fungi that are known to 
exist in the body along with germs 
It has been noted that when mix­ 
tures of germs are exposed to various 
antibiotics, those susceptible to the 
antibiotics are killed, but the re 
mained grow more abundantly than 
ever, perhaps because they have 
free field. 
The same thing is apparently true 
of a yeast-like parasite, known as 
mondial albicans, which normally 
exists in the mouth, bowel, and on 
the skin of healthy persons, but 
which ordinarily does no harm be­ 
cause its concentration is not great. 
DEVELOPED SYMPTOMS 
Recently, however, a number of 
persons have been observed who de­ 
veloped symptoms from this cause 
after being treated with penicillin 
or aureomycin. Apparently the germs 
killed off by these medic infs served 
previously to keep down the growth 
of the parasite. Once the germs were 
out of the way, it could multiply 
rapidly enough to cause harmful 
effects. 
Such patients have sore mouth, 
«o-called “hairy” tongue or black 
tongue, and cracking at the comers 
of the mouth. A number also de­ 
veloped persistent diarrhea after 
treatment with penicillin, aureomy­ 
cin, or Chloromycetin. In these pa­ 
tient», the mondial albicans was 
found growing abundantly in the 
stools. 
Twenty-five persons with symp­ 
toms of this kind have been ob- 
served. In some-there wag infection 
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of the mouth and esophagus: in 
others, of the intestinal tract and, 
in stid others, of the lungs. 
SORE THROAT 
In those patients with m o u t h 
symptoms, the usual course of events 
was for treatment of sore throat 
to have been carried out by means 
of antibiotics. The infection of the 
throat cleared up, only to be fol­ 
lowed in from 24 to 72 hours by 
burning tongue, mouth, and throat. 
The tongue was thickly coated, often 
with an overgrowth of the little 
projection of the tongue called papil­ 
lae. This gives the appearance of 
a black or hairy tongue. Later, this 
coating sloughed off, leaving the 
tongue dry and swollen, with a 
beefy-red color. There is also some 
change in the sense of taste. 
Should these symptoms occur fol­ 
lowing treatment with one of the 
antibotics, it is important to mrfke 
cultures to determine whether or 
not the mondial albicans is causing 
the difficulty so that the condition 
may be p r o m p t l y treated, The 
parents must not look to the phy­ 
sician to give antibiotics for minor 
complaints, but they are employed 
only when the need for them is 
quite severe.

THE 'BIG 
Palomar 'Scope' Pictured As 
Important In Solar Research 


By PAUL F. ELLIS 
WASHINGTON (U.R) — The “big 
eye” telescope atop Palomar moun 
tain in southern California is pic 
tured today as an important tool 
for scientists in their attempts to 
match solar atomic energy on earth 
It is such solar atomic energy 
that the scientists are attempting to 
duplicate in the production of 
hydrogen bomb. 
The new possible role of the 200- 
inch Hale telescope, largest in the 
world and an “eye” that can look 
1,000,000.000 light years into space, 
was reported by Dr. Ira S. Bowen, 
director of the Mount Wilson and 
Palomar Observatories, Pasadena 
Calif. 
He told the annual meeting of the 
National Academy of Sciences that 


the 200-inch telescope in the study 
of the action of the stars can be 
linked with the work of H-bomb 
scientists, because in the exploding 
of a hydrogen bomb—the transmu­ 
tation of hydrogen into helium—the 
action of the siyi and stars actually 
is duplicated on earth, and with the 
resultant release of energy, many 
times more powerful and deadly 
than the radiation emitted from an 


atomic fission bomb. 
Bowen estimated that the life of 
the “big eye,” as a research tool, will 
continue for “50 to 100 years to 
come.” 
“The complete story of the Palo­ 
mar Observatory and its accomplish­ 
ments can only be told after the 
labors of many generations of 
astronomers have been completed,” 
he said.
